Shanghai, Dec. 6.—Three outbreata by 
small bands of rebels within the last 
twenty-four hours have been put down 
by the^autliorities who now apparently 
have the situation well in hand. 


The cruiser Chao-Ho, seized yesterday 
afternoon by forty men who boarded her 
from a launch, was abandoned by the 
rebels early today after she had been 
shelled and set on fire. It was reported 
at first that the crew of the Chao-Ho 
had mutinied, but it developed today 
that the bombardment by the cruiser of 
other warships and the arsenal was car- 
ried on under compulsion from the rebels 


ho surprised and overpowered the crew. 
Tliree men on the cruiser were killed 


I and five Avounded. 


An attack from land on the arsenal 
at midnight Avas repulsed quickly after 
some rifle-firing. 


The 
third 
outbreak 
occurreil at 4 
o'clock this morning. A party of thirty 
or forty rebels attacked the Chapei sub- 
police station, throwing liombs, which 
killed one policeman and injured three. 
The outlaws were dispersed by troops. 


Although a nimiber of shots fell In 
the foreign settlement, no damage of 
importance was done there. 


Attack on Arsenal. 


Tlie attack on the arsenal at midnight 
was made from the direction 
of 
the 
Hang CHiow railway. 
There was some 
rifle firing, but the arsenal troops acted 
promptly and calmly and repulsed the 
attackers. 
So far as has been learned 
there were no casualties at the arsenal. 
The three men who were killed and the 
five who were woimded were shot do'W'n 
on the Chao-Ho. A visit to the arsenal 
early this morning showed the situation 
there was normal. TfeeX^nese autbori' 
ties have handled the outbreak with the 
greatest coolness. 


Circumstances disclosed today 
show 
that the .crew of the Chao-Ho did not 
mutiny, as was at flist reported, but 
was overpowered by the 
rebels 
who 
went in a lavmch yesterday from the 
foreign settlement to tbe cruiser. 
The 
laimch drew up alongside the Chao-Ho 
flying the admiral's 
flag. 
Admiral Sa 
Ciiong-Ping was on board. 
'ITiere were 
about forty men in the launch. 
They 
boarded the cruiser, each carrying a re- 
volver and a bomb concealed beneath 
handkerchiefs. 


Tlie rebels whipped off the handker- 
chiefs concealing their weapons and cov- 
ered the crew 
with 
their 
revolvers, 
threatening death unless their orders 
were obeyed instantly. 
Tliey compelled 
the ci-ew to open fire on the arsenal and 
the other warships. 


The rebels were unable to make use 
of the heavier guns, as an officer of the 
Chao-Ho threw overboard the keys to 
the magazines containijig the six-inch 
and four-inch shells. 
His action proba- 
bly saved the arsenal from serious dam- 
age. Ntnnerous shots fell in the foreign 
concessions, but no real harm was done.

suffrage states. 
Another petition, 
however, containetl 
several thousand names of 
voters in 
non-suffrage states, was presented to 
Representative Mondell 
on 
the 
cast 
steps of the capitol and the original 
will be given him if it is found. It dis- 
appeared somewhere between hero and 
Wilmington, Del., from which city it 
was shipped by express. 
Hundreds of 
suffragists marchced to the outskirts of 
the capitol early today to meet ^frs. 
Field and Miss Joliffe, who had come 
from San Francisco by automobile, to 
present the petition. 


Shortly before noon the 
procession

The pursuit of the retreating Ser- 
bians and the offensive movement

Montenegrin divisions near Sienica, 
in Serbia, near the Montenegrin bol- 
der and Ipek, in eastern Montenegro. 


In the Riga district the Russians

Habit, but Berlin declares the at- 
tack broke down with heavy losses 
to the Russians. 


Only artillery engagements, min- 
ing and hand grenade warfare and 
aeroplane combats are reported from 
the Franco-Belgian front. 
The Ger- 
man report chronicles 
the shooting 
down of two British aeroplanes, the 
occupants being killed. 


Field Marshal von Hindenburj is 
quoted in an interview as expressing 
the view that Germany's foes need 
fntther battering, in view of their 
evident , lack of d ^ r e for peace at 
this time. 
Germany, whose tactical 
position he considers excellent,'must

marshal declared. 


London announces tbe escape of 
the British, Japanese Prince, with 
many passengers' on board, from a 
German submarine. 


Although shelled during the great- 
er part of a struggle lasting five and 
a half hours, the ship was so well 
maneuvered by her master that she

boat and reached port without casu- 
alties.

A Russian attack southwest of 
Lake Babit to the west of Riga broko 
down in front of the German lines with 
heavy losses to the Russians, it is de- 
clared. 


Russian artillery hit a German aero- 
plane which descended near Markgrafen. 
The machine, however, was rescued by 
German troops, according to the official 
report.

Congress and Its Task. 


Questions which have arisen since the adjournment of congress 
lajst spring, together with the unfinished program carried over from 
last year, unite to make the new session now assembled the most in- 
teresting and important gathering of the national law-makers in manj- 
years. To an unusual degree the eyes of the nation will be focused 
on Washington during the next few months, and there will be excep- 
tional interest in its deliberations. 
The overwhelming democratic 
majority of the last session has been largely cut down, and, while 
#oth houses are still democratic, the ratio of the party strength 
makes it apparent that action will be by a much closer vote than in 
the last session, and that strict party lines can hardly be depended 
upon to produce results. Disaffection and disagreement on particu- 
lar issues .are likely to cause a break that will obliterate them in 
some instances. It is probable the president can still wield power 
sufficient to have accomplished what he desires to do, but in a num- 
ber of matters he is likely to need republican aid, and likely to get it, 
also. 


The one question before congress that is claiming chief attention 
is tlie president's program for national military preparedness, and it 
is on this issue that the big interest is certain to center. That steps 
will be taken for an enlarged army, a better navy and improved de- 
fense seems at this time certain. Probably the president will not be 
able to cany through his entire progi'am, for there is a veiy well- 
defined and very powerful opposition to anything like a plunge into 
militarism, and it will oppose the program with all the earnestness at 
its command. The proposed development of the American merchant 
marine is another item that will clMm congressional attention with 
the backing of the administration. 
• 
Nor is this all. Other subjects that promise to engage the legis- 
lators include the matter of rural credits, amendments to the anti- 
trust laws, measures to enable the extension of American trade in 
foreign laJids, the proposal for a greater degree of governmental lib- 
erty for the Philippine islands, conservation of national resources, na- 
tional prohibition, woman suffrage, and finally the ever-present tariff 
question. The countless issues growing out of the war in Europe, dis- 
turbances in this country relating to munitions sales and the v/bserv- 
ance of neutrality are all certain to come in for a share of con- 
gressional attention. The membership of the present congress faces a 
task such as has confronted no previous congress in many years. 
How well or how ^dly it will be able to do its work remains to be 
seen.

Twenty-eiglit out of thirty-fivo im- 
portant railroads whose annual reports 
are available have succeeded in increas- 
ing their train-load tonnage for the fis- 
cal year 1915 -over the previous year. 
This is economy and efficiency in the 
most practical sense. 
This increase in 
train loads was brought about in spite 
of the declining freight traflSc of the 
twelve months up to the "end of last 
June. The average train load was ad- 
vanced by the thirty-five roads from 
482 tons-dn 1914 to 504 tons in 1915, a 
gain of twenty-iwo tons. 
Still more 
significant is the fact that the railroads 
of the United States have, as a whole, 
increased their average train load of 
freight from 179.8 
tons in 1894 to 
307.8 tons in 1904, and to 451.8 tons 
in 1914. 


Getting down to the meaning of the 
improvement, according to the Railway 
Age Gazette, it would have been neces- 
sary to run 1,600,000,000 train miles in- 
stead of 638,000,000 train miles to haui 
the traffic of 1914 Math the equipment of 
1894. The 1894 equipment, handling the 
1914 trafiic, would have been compelled 
to run 1;)0 per cetit. -more than the 
train mileage actually run in 1914 with 
uToderu equipment. 


So the railroads 
actually have been 
doing great things in the name of effi- 
ciency and economy. Tlie Railway Age 
Gazette goes on to say: 


"Even the average loading of 307.8 
tons in 1904 would have required run- 
ning 936,006,000 train miles in 1914 in- 
stead of 838,000,000. In 1894 the rail- 
roads of the United States handled 80,- 
335,000,000 tons of freight one mile, and 
in 1914 a fotal of 288,319,000,000 tons 
one mile. 
This is an increase of 259 
per cent., but it was handled with only 
42 per cent, more train miles. The 1914 
ton mileage represents an increase of 65 
per cent, over that of 1904, which was 
174,552,000,000, but it required an in- 
crease of only 12.5 per cent, in craiw 
miles. 


"The average cost of operation per 
train mile for all trains, ad shown by 
the interstate commerce commission re- 
ports, was $1.31 in 1904 and $1.77 in 
1614. The cost per train mile in freight 
service is considerably higher than the 
average for both freight and passenger 
service. ^Vliile it is impossible to state 
cxactly the cost of operation for 
a 
freight train mile, it is evident that a 
saving of 962,000,000 train miles means 
a saving of hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars annually in operating expenses. 


"Handling a greater tonnage without 
a proportionate increase in the number 
of trains has been for many years one 
of the mos ital factors in enabling the 
railroads of the United States to stand 
as well as they have an almost contain- 
UOU8 reduction of rates in connection 
with 
constantly 
increasing 
expenses. 
This has been accomplished both by us- 
ing larger cars, by loading more tons 
of freight into a car and by running 
more cars per train. The amount of the 
increase in tons per train from 1904 to 
1914 alone is greater than the, total av- 
erage tons per train of the railways in 
most other countries. 
Outside of Can- 
ada and Mexico, Germany is the only 
country in the world whose railways 
come anywhere near ours in train load- 
ing. The heavy train loading is the prin- 
cipal element in making possible the low 


freight rates charged and high wages 
paid in the United States as compared 
with foreign countries."

A movement for the establishment ot 
fair grounds and "the-erection of a large 
convention hall was launched Satm-U!i\' 
afternoon at the meeting of the Feder- 
ated Farmers' club of Allen county in 
the assessors' office at the court house. 


The plan was discussed at length and 
will be pushed vigorously, it being pro- 
po'ied to utilize the dM coimty fa<ni, 
south of the city, on the Bhiffton road. 
The entire county would assist in the 
construction of the convention hall and 
such other buildings 
that would be 
needed in connection with live stock 
and agricultural 
exhibitions of every 
kind such as would be staged from time 
time. 
The old county farm is lo- 
cated within a short distance of the end 
of the street car line which the traction 
company would gladly extend if the 
project goes through. 


The following committee was appoint- 
ed to call upon the Commercial club, all 
the farmers' chibs in the county and 
various other organizations that would 
be interested in the movement: Chris 
X'cnderau, Clem Rorick, William E. 
Miner, Cliarles Salomon and Clarence 
Henry. 


Commissioner Butt told the club that 
it was the original intention to sell the 
old county farm and use the money in 
helping to pay for the new, but that if 
the 
majority of residents of Allen 
county favored the keeping of the old 
fiirm it would not be sold. 
There are 
200 acres in the old farm, but it is 
not believed that more than 150 acres 
would be required for fair ground pur- 
poses, 
The remaining fifty-nine acres 
could be sold. 


The Federation club re-elected all the 
old officers with the ejiception that Clem 
Rorick, of Jefferson towTiship, succeeds 
his father as treasurer. The t>ther offi- 
cers are F. E. Moore, of Washington 
township, president; Chris Vonderau, of 
St, Joe township, vice president;

a touchdown. 
He passed the entire Har- 
vard team 
before the Crimson players 
knew where the ball was.

Washington, Dec. 6.—Congress is in 
session again after a nine months' re- 
cess. 
Both houses reassembled today, 
.marking the beginning of the Sixty- 
fourth congress. 


Much important 
business faces the 
members. 
Since the gavels last fell in 
the two houses, many momentous ques- 
tions have arisen. 
Overshadowing 
all 
others are those caused by the Em-opean 
war, but they do not compose the en- 
tire program. In addition to the ques- 
tions of national defense and revenues, 
which fall naturally imder the pneral 
head of preparedness, the merchant ma- 
rine and rural credits legislation promise 
to command much attention. 
Many in- 
vestigations, centering mainly about war 
problems are to be inaugurated, and an 
interesting fight will ensue in the sen- 
ate over a proposed cloture rule. 


The first business before the house 
today was the election of a speaker. 
South Trimble, the clerk, called the 
body to order. Members then proceeded 
to the election of the speaker. The dem- 
ocratic majority made the re-election of 
Champ Clark, of Missouri, a foregone 
conclusion. Representative Mann, of Il- 
linois, 
the 
republican 
candidate 
for 
speaker, was the choice of the repub- 
licans for their leader. 


Two hundred and twenty-nine demo- 
crats, 
197 
republicans, 6 progressives, 
one socialist and one independent com- 
pose the new house. The dozen or more 
republicans of the "old guard" who went 
tlown 'in defeat three years ago only to 
Ic returned to the lower house over 
democratic opponents last fall, formed 
axi interesting group. 
Joseph C. Can- 
non, former speaker of the house, and 
now well on to\mrd 80 years of age, 
stood out prominently. 
If he 
finishes 
his present term he will have served 
forty years in congress, eight years as 
speaker. 
Other 
republicans 
who re- 
mained at home during the last con- 
gicss to reappear today were Nicholas 
Longwoi-th, of Ohio; William B. Mc- 
Kinley, W. A. Rodenberg, William W. 
Wilson, George E. Foss, John A. Ster- 
ling and Qiarles E. Fuller, of Illinois;

Is the Most Promising 'Tind'' to 
Succeed to the Honors of Christy 
Mathewson-*Some of the Fine 
Points of Pitching Described 
by an Expert In the Game 


Asked recently If there was any 
particular strain attached to pitch- 
ing In a world's series 
Christy 
Mathewson said there was no phys- 
ical strain at all and little mental 
strain after the Apt several innings 
»f the first game. 


"When I first pitched in a world's 
series/' said the incomparable Mat- 
ty, "I could have thrown a baseball 
all day long without tiring myself." 
Matty is one of the easiest working 
pitchers that has ever been seen in 
baseball. Critics attribute his great 
longevity as a major leaguer largely 
to his head work and the fact that 
he is an over-armed pitcher. 
Ar-d, 
still, he depends upon the dry cleaned 
Bhoots and has not -until the past 
year, when his effectiveness began to 
wane, used a "spitter." 


Over-armed pitchers seem to last 
the longer. 


They may be no greater than a 
great side-armer like Grover Cleve- 
land Alexander of the Phils or Wal- 
ter Johnson of the Washington Sen- 
ators, but taking them in the aggre- 
gate and the over-arm pitchers seem 
to last longer and pitch more effec- 
tively than the side-arm pitchers. 


If a major league manager today 
can come upon a youngster witn a 
straight over-arm movement and 
with pitching courage he accounts 
himself a pretty lucky fellow. Such 
a pitcher is Albert Leqn Mamaux, 
this season's 
sensation with the 
-Pittsburg Nationals, and it looks as 
though in him Fred Clark has dis- 
covered for Barney Dreyfuss one 
who is destined to be as great as was 
Mathewson in his effulgent prime. 
* Mamaux, who won 21 games and 
lost but eight on the 1915 season, 
probably was prevented from run- 
ning his winning string to thirty 
through the circumstance 
of ill 
health. 


With six weeks of the season yet 
to be played Mamaux was told by 
bis physician that he must undergo 
an operation for appendicitis. 
He 
refused to consider it until the sea- 
son was oyer. He had his side pack- 
ed in ice and accompanied the Pi- 
rates on a trip at a time when it 
looked as though the Corsairs might 
run one-two-three in the race. This 
wag not a press story.

newspapermen vouch for the fact 
tbat Bfsmaux was constantly attend- 
ed by a physician on the penultimate.

This 
is to say that he does not throw two 
curves 
alike to any batter. 
He 
breaks a snappy curve at a bats- 
man's knees, mayhap comes back 
with a fast one and then shoots a 
slow curve under the batter's chin, 
it is this ability to mix 'em up which 
denotes the born pitcher and early 
attests to the calibre of his mental- 
ity. 


Mamaux is, the experts 
believe, 
the best looking pitching prospect 
that has come into the National 
league since Alexander and even 
Alexander in his first two years with 
the Phils did not give the promise, 
nor would he have brought the prize 
upon the auction block in the base- 
ball market, that Mamaux would to- 
day. 


"This young fellow has every - 
thing," Fred Clark told the writer re- 
cently. "To begin with, he has the 
courage and 
spirit 
A little too 
much spirit, I should say, but per- 
missible in a youth. On at least two 
occasions this season he has engaged 
in talking fights "mth every member 
of the New York Giants while pitch-' 
ing against them. This usually is 
bad business for a youngster 
and 
something I would not stand for, 
but Mamaux has prospered on i t 
Then he has pitched himself out of 
nasty holes in a way that comes only 
to the born fighter.

"But it is not only his proper tem- 
perament that is going to make him 


great pitcher. It is his sheer abil- 
ity. 
He has an easy 
motion that 
deceives the batter as to the. real 
speed upon the b ^ In other , words, 
the 
ball is upon 
the batter and 
flashes by h>m before he is prepared 


to hit it. There are but few of that 
kind and they are gems. 
A bats- 
man, more or less, times his swing 
with the pitcher's motion and if the 
pitcher's motion is deceptive as an 
indication of how much speed there 
is to be upon the ball the advantage 
will be all in the 
pitcher's favor. 
Mamaiix has that to begin with. 


"While but 21 years of age, he is 
a strong boy and he is rangy. Ihe 
really great pitchers of baseball al- 
ways are more or less rangy. Occa- 
sionally there comes a pitcher of the 
stature of Cicotte of the White Sox, 
Foster of the Red Sox and Boland of 
the Detroit Tigers, who is a good 
pitcher though short of figure but 
they are exceptions. Plank. Bender, 
Johnson, Mathewson, Marquard and 
most men Who have been great in 
their time stand six feet or more in 
their stocking feet

tor be is equipped with every pan- 
oply tbat mak^s for greatness. And 
if he had nothing else the fact that 
he has the over-armed 
movement 
which is.one of the most pronounced 
of its kind in tke league, would indi- 


cate that Booner or later he would 
be great." 


It is a peculiar circumstance m 
baseball that so few pitchers come 
into the league with an over-armed 
movement. At least 60 per cent of 
the green mateilal is side-armed or 
semi-side-armed. 
This probably is 
true because most kids off the sand 
lots have played in positions other 
than pitching when getting theii- 
early training, and at anyone of the 
infield positions the natural throw 
is side-armed. How seldom one sees 
an over-armed shortstop! He would 
be a rart^ avis In his profession. The 
young fellows begin throwing side- 
armed and later, perhaps, when tak- 
ing up pitching have been so accus- 
tomed to tossing a ball in this way 
that they continue to pitch that way 
and come into the major leagues as 
idde-armers. 


The over-ermed pitcher has the 
advantage that there is less friction 
in his delivery and 
consequently 
other things being equal he- should 
la^t^longer than a side-armer. 


Another point, and the greatest 
one, in his favor is that letting the 
ball escape his hand straight-over- 
armed he brings it down in front of

" Tliere will he no i)eace until our un- 
fortunate bioiliers of Belgium and Ser- 
bia are assured of recovering 
their 
lit-mes in complete security and indepen- 
denc.-. 


"Tliere will be no peace until German 
imperialism 
and 
Prussian 
militarism 


are put beyond the possibbility of res- 
urrection. 


"There will be no peace until a sys- 
tem of right, founded upon the victori- 
oug union of the allies and supported by 
the free adherence of neutrals, has abol- 
ished forever the violence of Avar. 


"Whatever 
may be the 
sacrifices 
France, united, will go steadily forward 
to accomplish this end. ,Today, before 
the terrible obstacle 
Avhich 
confronts 
them, justice and liberty have only one 
road—ithat which our nation opens to 
them Avith machine gun and vannoni" 


The declaration of M. Thomas derive 
added significance from the fact that, in 
addition to his connection Avith the cab- 
inet, he is one of the leaders of the so- 
cialist party.

GARMSHING PLAIN FOODS 


HE .simplest and safest way to 
bore holes in glass is to use a 
copper 
or brass 
tube, quite 
thin, of the size of the hole. 
Bore a bole in a small block of wood 
about one-quarter of an inch t h i c k - 
hole to fit the tube 
loosely. 
Fasten 
the block to the glass with bee's-wax, 
so that the hole corresponds with the 
required hole in the glass. Insert the 
tube in the hole and pour emery—No. 90 
—and water into the tube with a spoon, 
and turn the tube back-and forth with 
the fingers; or a little grooved pully 
may be put on the tube to work with 
a string, in which case a center should 
be placed at the upper end to guide 
the tube. 
In this way a hole of any 
size, from one^-eighth of an inch to an 
inch or more, may be cut through ordi- 
nary window glass in a few minutes.

Most cooks throw it into 
a basin of water and half of it becomes 
slimy and useless before it is needed. 
Cut the stalks all the same length and 
place the parsley in a shallow pan of 
water and it will keep for days.

which were cut*Off, wash them and add 
them to soup stock it will greatly im- 
prove the flavor.

Shanghai. Dec. H.—Three outbreaks by 


small bands of rebels within the last 
twenty-four hours have been put down 
by the authorities who nl-w apparently 
have the situation well in hand. 


The cruiser Oliao-Ho, seized yesterday 


afternoon by forty men who boarded her 
from a launch, was abandoned by thc 
rebels early today after she had been 
shelled and set on fire. It was reported 
ac first that the crew of the Chao-Ho 
had mutinied, but it developed todat 
that the bombardment by the cruiser of 
other warships and the arsenal was car 
ricd on under compulsion from thc rebels 
«ho surprised and overpowered thc crew 
Three men on thc cruiser wcre killec 
and five wounded. 


An attack from land on the arsenal 


at midnight was repulsed quickly after 
some rifle-firing. 


Thc 
third outbreak occurred at 4- 


o'clock this morning. A party of thirty 
or forty rebels attacked the Chapci sub- 
police station, throwing Iximbs, which 
killed one policeman and injured three- 
The outlaws wcre dispersed by troops.

Attack on Arsenal. 


The attack on tho arsenal at midnight 


•wan made from thc direction of the 
Hang G,ow railway. There was some 
riftc firing, but the arsenal troops acted 
promptly and calmly and repulsed the 


jTccrs.

there were no casualties at the arsenal,

Congress and Its Task. 


- Questions which have arisen since the adjournment of congress 


last spring, together with the unfinished program carried over from 
last year, unite to make the new session now assembled the most in- 
teresting and important gathering of the national law-makers in many 
years. To an unusual degree the eyes of the nation will be focused 
on Washington during the next few months, and there will be excep 
tional. interest in its deliberations. 
The overwhelming democratic 


majority of the last session has been largely cut down, and, while 
poth houses are still democratic, the ratio of the party strength 
makes it apparent that action will be by a much closer vote than ii 
the last session, and that strict party lines can hardly be dependec 
upon to produce results. Disaffection and disagreement on particti 
lar issues are likely to cause a break that will obliterate them i 
Home instances. It is probable the president can still wield powc 
sufficient to have accomplished what he desires to do, but in a num- 
ber of matters he is likely to need republican aid, and likely to get it, 
also. 


The one question before congress that is claiming chief attention 


is the president's program for national military preparedness, and it 
is on this issue that the big interest is certain to center. That steps 
will be taken for an enlarged army, a better navy and improved de- 
fense seems at this time certain. Probably the president will not be 
able to cany through his entire program, for there is a vevy well- 
defined and very powerful opposition to anything like a plunge into 
militarism, and it will oppose the program with all the earnestness at 
its command. The proposed development of the American merchant 
marine is another item that will claim congressional attention with 
the backing of the administration. 


' Nor is this all. Other subjects that promise to engage the legis- 


lators include the matter of rural credits, amendments to the anti- 
truit laws, measures to enable the extension of American trade in 
foreign lands, the proposal for a greater degree of governmental lib- 
erty for the Philippine islands, conservation of national resources, na- 
tional prohibition, woman suffrage, and finally the ever-present tariff 
question. The countless issues growing out of the war in Europe, dis- 
turbances in this country relating to munitions sales and the v/bserv- 
ance o£ neutrality are all certain to come in for a share of con- 
gressional attention. The membership of the present congress faces a 
task such as has confronted no previous congress in many years. 
How well or how badly it will be able to do its work remains to be 
seen. 


In the final distribution of house committee places, Representa- 


tive Cline has been assigned to the committee on foreign affairs, the 
committee on elections and the committee on census. The first 
of theae is among the most important committees of the house, and 
Mr. Cline has already served with distinction as a member of that 
body. His term of service in the national house has not only served 
to familiarize him with ''its duties, but has placed him in rank that 
reflects credit upon the Twelfth district and increases vastly its stand- 
ing and power in national affairs.

are available have succeeded in increas- 
ing their train-load tonnage for the fis- 
cal year 1!U5 over the previous year. 
This is economy and efficiency in 
the 


most practical sense. This increase in 
train loads was brought about in spite 
of the declining freight traffic of^the 
twelve months up to the end of last 
June. The average train load was ad- 
vanced by the thirty-five roads from 
4S2 tons "in 1014 to G04 tons in 1916, a 
(rain of twenty-two tons. Still more 
significant is the fact that the railroads 
of the United States have, as a whole, 
increased their average' bain load of 
freight from 179.8 
tons in 1894 to 


307.8 tons in 1904, and to 451.8 ton: 
in 1914. 


Getting down to the meaning of the 


improvement, according to the Railway 
Age Gazette, it would have been neces 
siiry to run 1,600,000,000 train miles in 
stead of 038,000,000 train miles to hau 
the traffic of 1914 with the equipment o 
1804. The 18!M equipment, handling th 
11)14 traffic, would have been eompcllei 
to run 150 per cent, more than tin 
train mileage actually run in 1914 wit 
modern equipment. 


So the railrouiU actually have bee 


doing; great things in the name of cfT 
eicney and economy. The Railway Age 
Gazette goes on to say: -

baseball. Critics attribute his great 
longevity an'a major leaguer largely 
to his head work and the fact Oiat- 
he is an over-armed pitcher. Ard, 
still, bs depends upon the dry cleaned 
shoots and has not until the past 
year; when his effectiveness began to 
wane, used a "spitter." 


.' 
Over-armed pitchers seem to last 


the longer. 


They may be no greater than a 


great side-armer like Grover Cleve- 
land Alexander of the Phils or Wal- 
ter Johnson of the Washington Sen- 
ators, but taking them in the aggre- 
gate and the over-arm pitchers seem 
to U»t longer and pitch more cffec- 
tlvely than the side-arm pitchers.

If a major league manager today 


). can come upon a youngster with a 


I straight over-arm movement and 


with pitching courage he accounts 
Himself a pretty'lucky fellow. Such 
a pitcher is Albert Leon Mamaux, 
this season's 
sensation with the 


Plttaburg Nationals, and it looks as 
though in him Fred Clark has dis- 


* covered for Barney Dreyfuss one 


who is destined to be as great as was 
Mathewson in his effulgent prime. 


Mamaux, who won 21 games and 


lost but eight on the 1915 season, 
probably was prevented from run- 
ning his winning string to thirty 
through the circumstance 
of ill 


health. 


With six weeks of the season yet 


to be played Mamaux was told by 
his physician that he must undergo 
an operation for appendicitis. He 
refused to consider it until the sea- 


i son was over. H« hadTiis side pack- 


/ ed in" ice and accompanied the Pi- 
/ rates on a trip at a time when it 


looked as though the Corsairs might 
run one-two-three in the race. This 
was not a press story. 
Pittsburg 


newspapermen vouch for the fact

that Mamaux was constantly attend- 
ed by a physician on the penultimate 
•wing of the Corsairs through the 
east.

Mamaux is but 21 years of age. Ho 


works with the poise of a flinger 
twice his years* His' fast ball,

thrown with a straight over-armed 
movement, has all the 'snappy zip 
' on it that was Mathewson's a de- 


cade ago. His curve includes the 
newest wrinkles in curvology. Tbls 
is to say that he does not throw two 
curves alike to any batter. He 
breaks a snappy curve at a bats- 
man's knees, mayhap comes back 
with a fast one and then shoots a 
slow curve under the batter's chin, 
it is this ability to mix 'em up which 
denotes the born pitcher and early 
attests to the calibre of his mental- 
ity. 


Mamaux is, the experts believe, 


the best looking pitching prospect 
that has come \ into the National 
league since Alexander and even 
Alexander in his first two years with 
the Phils did not give the promise, 
nor would he have brought the prize 
upon the auction block in the base- 
ball market, that Mamaux would to- 
day. 


"This young -fellow has every - 


thing," Fred Clark told the writer re- 
cently. "To begin with, he has the 
courage and spirit. 
A little too 


much spirit, I should say, but per- 
missible in a youth. On.at least two 
occasions this season he has engaged 
in talking fights with every member 
of the New York Giants while pitch- 
ing against them. This 'usually is 
bad business for a youngster and 
something I would not stand for, 
but Mamaax has prospered on it 
Then, he has pitched himself out of 
nasty holes in a way that comes only 
to the born fighter.

"But it is not only his proper tem- 


perament that is going to make him 
3 great pitcher. It itf his sheer abil- 


'fty. He has an easy motlo&*^>at 


deceives the batter as to the real 
speed upon the bajl. In other words, 
the ball is upon the batter and 
flashes by him before he is prepared 


to hit it. There are but few of that 
kind and they are gems. A bats- 
man, more or less, times his swing 
with the pitcher's motion and if the 
pitcher's motion is deceptive as an 
indication of how much speed there 
is to be upon the ball the advantage 
will be all In the pitcher's favor. 
Mamaux has that to begin with. 


"While but 2}. years-of age, ho is 


a strong boy and he is rangy. The 
really great pitchers of baseball al- 
ways are more or leas rangy. Occa- 
sionally there comes a pitcher of the 
stature of Cicotte of the White Sox, 
Foster of the Red Sox and Boland of 
the Detroit Tigers, who is a good 
pitcher though short of figure but 
they are exceptions. Plank, Bender; 
Johnson, Mathewson, Marquard and 
most men who have been great in 
their time stand six feet or more in 
their stocking feet 


PEW ABE 
OVER-ARMED 


"I see a grand future for Mamaux 


for he is equipped with every pan- 
oply that makes for greatness. And 
If he had nothing else the fact that 
he has the over-armed "movement 
which is one of the m'ost pronounced 
of its kind in the league, would Indi- 


cate that sooner or later he would 
be great." 


It is a peculiar circumstance of 


baseball that so few pitchers come 
into the league with an over-armed 
movement At least 60 per cent o£ 
the green material is side-armed or 
semi-slde-armcd. This probably is 
true because most kids off the sand 
lots have played in positions other 
than pitching when getting their 
early training, and at anyone of the 
infleld positions the natural throw 
is side-armed. How seldom one sees 
an over-armed shortstop! -He would 
be a rara avis in his profession. The 
young fellows begin throwing side- 
armed and later, perhaps, when tak- 
ing up pitching have been so accua- 


•' tomed to tossing a ball in this way 


that they continue'to pitch that way 
and come Into the major leagues as 
•Ide-armers. 


'The over-armed pitcher has the 


advantage that there is less friction 
in his delivery and consequently 
other things being equal he should 
last longer than a side-armer. 


Another point, and the greatest 


one, in his favor is that ietting the 
ball escape his hand straight-over- 
armed he brings it down in front of 
his body and thus the back-ground 


to the batter is the pitcher's uni- 
form. Given a white uniform and a 
clean white ball and this back- 
ground equation is greater thau one 
might iraagine"when it is considered 
that the difference of ore-quarter 


Inch upon a bat means, with some 
hitters, the precise difference be- 
tween a home run over the left field 
fence and a high fly to the lett field, 
according to whether the ball is hit 
high or low on the bat. 


Whatever the advantage may be 


it is a fact that the great pitchers 
of the Bender, Mathewson type, who 
have gone on pitching for years, are 
over-armed tosscrs. 


Occasionally a side-armer like 


Grover Cleveland Alexander 
along, or Walter Johnson, and it 
makes one wonder why all the fus« 
and feathers is miide by tlie average 
manager about over-armedness. But 
these men are so tnuch the exception 
as to give credence to the manager'* 
demand that'his young pitcher de- 
velop an over-armed toss if possi- 
ble. 
THERE ARE 
EXCEPTIONS. ' 


The over-armed equation does not 


apply to left banders. These birds 
are invariably side-armed. Some of 
them vary their pitching with an 
over-armed movement now and 
again but the most of them are frank 
side-armers and depend upon the 
terrific "hop" that a left hander 
gets upon the ball for their effec- 
tiveness. There is something in the 
brain control of the left hander that 
makes him a natural side-arm pttcB- 
er. 
His muscular movement, of 


course, is controlled by the right , 
side of tlie cerebellum and there 
probably is some physiological ele- 
ment here which make lett nander* 
side-armed. Any way .they ail are.

Benz of Chicago, Foster of 


Boston, Shaw of Washington, Cald- 
well of New York, Bush of Philadel- 
phia, Mathewson of New York. To- 
ney of Cincinnati, Shore of Boston. 
Cicotte o£ Chicago, Dauss of Detroit, 
Harmon of Pittsburg, James and 
Hudolph of the Braves and others 
too numerous to mention.

PARIS TERMS SET OUT 


BY CABINET OFFICIAL 


France Says Alsace and Lorraine Must 


Be Won, Belgium and Serbia 


Restored to End War. 
" 


OF 


Paris, Dec. 0.—France will not make 


peace until Alsace and Lorraine are 
won, Belgium and Serbia restored, and 
"German imperialism and Prussian mil- 
itarism are put beyond the possibility 
of resurrection," Albert Thomas, under 
secretary of war, said yesterday. 
' 


The declaration of JJ. Thomas is at- 


tracting widespread attention from a re- 
one of the liqst statements from a re- 
sponsible cabinet official concerning the 
attitude of the government in regard 
to peace. 


The statement of M. Thomas was 


made in an address to a large crowd as- 
sembled last evening in memory, of the 
dead of the war of 1870. M. Thomas 
said: 


"There will be no peace until our 


Alsace and Lorraine are definitely re- 
established as part of the French unity. 


"There will be no peace until our un- 


fortunate brothers of Belgium and Ser- 
bia are assured 
of 
recovering 
their 


homos in complete security and indepen- 
dence. 


"There will lie no peace until German 


imperialism 
and Prussian 
militarism 


are put beyond the possibbility of res- 
urrection. 


"There will be no peace until a sys 


tem of right, founded upon the victori- 
ous union of the allies and supported by 
the free adherence of neutrals, has abol- 
ished forever the violence of war. 


"Whatever 
may be the 
sacrifices 


France united, -will go steadily forward 
to accomplish this end. Today, before 
the terrible obstacle -which confronts 
thetn. justice and liberty have only one 
road— that which our nation onens^to 
them with machine gun and vannon." 


The declaration of M. Thomas derives 


added significance from the fact that, in 
addition to his connection with the cab- 
inet, he is one of the leaders of the so- 
cialist party. 


Maurice Barres, president 
of the 


League of Patriots, also addressed the 
memorial meeting. "What is the mean- 
ing of the determination of France to 
carry on the war to the end?" he asked. 
"It means rc-establishmcnt of the Eu- 
ropean equlibrium and that will not be 
made until Alsace and Lorraine are re- 
turned and we are guaranteed of secur- 
ity from the Germans."

so few housewives think it worth the 
trouble to make their courses look at- 
tractive. 
Cold meat, for instance, 


should never be sent to the table with- 
out a 
garnishing of parsley. If a 


roast has already been much cut into 
do not serve it in this condition, but 
slice tho remainder of the meat, ar- 
range it neatly on a platter and sur- 
round Jit with sprigs of parsley. 


Boiled flsh is often very ugly. See 


that It is well drained, placed in a 
clean folded napkin, or, to save labor, 
a paper dolly and garnished with pars- 
ley and sliced lemon. A nickel's worth 
of parsley, if carefully kept, will last 
a long time. Most cooks throw it into 
a basin of water and half of it becomes 
slimy and useless before it is needed. 
Cut the stalks all the same length and 
place the parsley in a shallow pan of 
water and it will keep for days: In- 
cidentally, if you save 
the 
stalks 


which were cut off, wash them and add 
them to soup stock it will greatly im- 
prove'the flavor. 


A lemon, kept in a covered dish, will 


provide garnish 
for two or 
three 


dishes as well as juice and some grat- 
ed peel for flavoring. 


Fresh parsley should not be used for 


all hot dishes. In some cases fried 
parsley is preferable. It seems scarce- 
ly necessary to say so, but all wooden 
skewers and string should be removed 
before bringing a dish to the table. Oft- 
en cooks, who should know better, 
bring on boiled fish, still tied with 
string, or roast beef with the skewers 
still in. 


Often fricasseed chicken or mutton 


looks unattractive because the cook 
has not made enough gravy to cover it 
or has not drained the meat free of 
moisture. 
Be sure that plenty of 


sauce is made and that the meat is 
quite dry. Then place it in the middle 
of the dish and cover it entirely with 
sauce. Never send up a dish with the 
edges splashed with gravy.

OW to amuse children is one of 


the problems 
which 
every 


mother must face. The little 
ones often become rcsUcss 


and want some new form of amuse- 
ment. 


A delightful pastime Is played with 


a small feather. The children are 
grouped together and a mass of fluff is 
thrown into the air. It is the business 
of every player to blow the feather 
toward his or her neighbor, for, if the 
mass of fluff should fall on or near an 
individual, that person .?oes out of the 
game. . 
,. 


The children are not allowed to run 


away from the feather outside a defin- 
ite line, which may be marked wllli 
chalk. Anyone who is responsible for 
sending the fluffy 
stuff outside of 


bounds also goes out of the game. 


An old fashioned 
game, which is 


none the less absorbing, is known as 
rural spillkens. A number of straws 
or little straight sticks are gathered 
together, and these are stood up so 
that they all meet at the top and 
spread out like a tent at the bottom. 


Two or three additional sticks are 


obtained, and on the end of these are 
placed crooked pins. 


Each player takes a crook in turn 


and endeavors to remove a straw or 
stick 
without shaking or throwing 


down the others. Any culprit goes out 
of the game and the 
winner Is the 


child who has obtained the greatest 
number of sticks. 


Another simple game which can be 


arranged anywhere has been called, 
"Take Care." This must be played out 
of doors.- 


On a flat piece of ground a little pile 


of dry earth or sand is made. Take a 
small stick and In a cleft at the top 
flt a square of white paper to repre- 
sent a flag. Finally

Peel and chop 
one cupful of hazelnuts fine; and a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. Boil all together 
until thick and when cool spread be- 
tween layers. Use whipped-cream or 
a boiled frosting for top of cake.
